Man jailed for raping 
a ‘child-like’ woman

A MAN has been jailed for five years 
after raping a woman with severe learn¬ 
ing difficulties at her care home. 

Sahal Bakal, 38, of no fixed abode, had 
admitted he raped a woman with severe 
learning difficulties, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, at her care 
home in the county on September 8 last 
year. 

Matthew Lowe, prosecuting, said: “The 
victim in this case is in her 40s and suf¬ 
fered brain damage at birth and requires 
round the clock care. She is child-like 
and vulnerable.” 

Northampton Crown Court heard how 
the carers at the home are meant to wait 
for the next member of staff to arrive 
before leaving their shift at 8am, where 
they leave keys and a mobile phone. 
However, that did not happen on the day 
of the attack which Bakal took advantage 
of. 

Mr Lowe said: “Bakal was let into the 


centre by the two women, one of which 
was his victim, after initially coming to 
visit a friend. He gave the impression that 
he worked there. 

“She was followed back by Bakal, who 
scooped up the keys and mobile and 
followed her back to her flat.” 

The court heard that he then starting 
kissing her before raping her. It was also 
told how the woman was deeply upset 
and had told the authorities immediately 
after he had left. 

After initially suggesting sex had been 
consensual, Bakal pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing in April. 

Bozzie Sheffi, mitigating, said: “He is 
remorseful and deeply regrets his 
actions.” 

Sentencing Bakal to five years, Judge 
Charles Wide QC said: “This was not a 
planned crime, it was opportunistic and 
one where you took advantage of a 
vulnerable woman. 

“Despite language differences it would 
have been very apparent of her child-like 
nature.”

partner is 5 foot 9 tall and often wears a 
baseball cap to hide his bald patch. 

“He’s now possibly in London but 
could be anywhere.” 

On the update show Mr Wilding 
announced that 19 calls had already 
been made about Du and said: “It cer¬ 
tainly looks as if the net is very much 
closing in on him.” 

Northamptonshire Police have now 
received more than 180 sightings to 
date, including the 23 calls from the BBC 
One crime show. 

Detective Superintendent Glyn 
Timmins was at the Crimewatch studio 
and took some of the calls that came in. 

He said: “The appearance on 
Crimewatch was extremely valuable and 
we are confident that the calls received 


will move the investigation forward. 
The investigation is ongoing and we are 
working through every piece of informa¬ 
tion we have extremely thoroughly. 

“I am confident that we will locate 
Anxiang Du in due course - the investi¬ 
gation team is living and breathing this 
case and we will not rest until we have 
brought the offender to justice, no mat¬ 
ter how long it takes. 

“We still need the help of the public 
though, even a small piece of informa¬ 
tion will help us to locate Anxiang Du 
sooner rather than later. 

“We also ask the people local to 
Wootton to cast their minds back to the 
day of the Royal Wedding, did you see 
Mr Du? Did you speak with him? Please 
contact us on 0800 096 1011 or 0207 158 
0126.” 


Charity’s figures reveal 237 kids abused in a year 


NEW figures show that more 
than 200 children in 
Northamptonshire were the 
victims of sexual abuse in a 
year. 

The statistics released by 
the NSPCC show that 
Northamptonshire Police 
recorded 237 sex offences 
against children including 
rape, incest and gross inde¬ 
cency in 2009-10. 

The majority of the chil¬ 
dren abused were aged 
between 12 to 15 however, 
ten victims in the region 
were under four and 53 were 
aged 11 or under. 

The figures also show that 


there were 16 offenders 
accused of abusing young 
people under the age of 18. 

The NSPCC hopes the 
release of these figures, 
obtained under the freedom 
of information act, will allow 
local authorities and the UK 
Government to find better 
ways to protect children. 

Fiona Richards, NSPCC 
head of region for the East 
Midlands, said: “Thousands 
of people come forward 
every year to report sex 
crimes against children. But 
many victims are too young 
to ask for help. Others are too 
scared to tell anyone about 


their suffering until years 
later. 

“The rise in recorded sex 
offences against children is a 
real concern and we need to 
find ways to help victims and 
change the behaviour of 
young offenders. 

“More than 15 suspects in 
these cases in Northampton¬ 
shire were under 18. 

“It’s clear we need more 
services that address the 
harmful sexual behaviour of 
young people, as well as 
adult offenders. 

“This year the NSPCC is 
launching two UK-wide pro¬ 
grammes to help prevent 


young people from sexually 
harming others. 

A third programme will test 
different therapies for help¬ 
ing children recover from sex 
abuse. 

“We urge everyone to be 
vigilant and report any con¬ 
cerns they have about a 
child.”

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Hundreds of hospital jobs 
at risk to help save millions

MORE than 300 jobs could be at threat as part 
of plans to save £30 million at Northampton 
General Hospital. 

The hospital trust is looking to save the massive 
amount in the next two years. A total of 310 jobs 
will be affected, with 200 posts being looked at in 
the current year and 110 in 2012 to 2013. 

Acting chief executive Christine Allen said: “We 
remain totally committed to providing high 
quality, safe care for our patients. 

“At the same time we must also drive down our 
costs and provide value for money. We have been 
developing our plans for a number of months in 
order to secure the long term financial future and 
stability of NGH. 

“With 65.4 per cent of our current spend related 
to staff pay, equating to £154.5 million, it is 
entirely appropriate that an integral part of our 
plans should be to review our workforce. 

“Part of this work includes reviewing and 
restructuring the organisation, including a 
review of management posts. Everything 
possible will be done to protect frontline posts 
and services. 



“To this end we also plan to deliver £10.4m from 
non-pay and non-clinical savings. 

“We will do everything we can to protect jobs, 
including reducing spend on bank and agency 
staff by redeploying people to fill existing vacan¬ 
cies, and focusing on reducing staff sickness and 
absence. We are also considering a voluntary 
leavers scheme. 

“These actions will keep to a minimum the 
number of compulsory redundancies we have to 
consider. We will be consulting with staff on all of 
our proposals to achieve savings. Although 


several staff groups will be affected, I want to 
reassure patients that our quality of care and the 
services we provide will continue to remain our 
priority throughout.” 

Northampton General Hospital Trust chairman 
Dr John Hickey said: “I cannot stress strongly 
enough our commitment to providing high 
quality, clinically effective and safe services for 
our patients. The board recognises that this is a 
difficult time for all our staff. 

“We will continue to work closely with our staff 
side union colleagues to listen to their views and 
work together collectively to meet the challenges 
ahead and deliver what is needed.” 

The unions are meeting with bosses soon to try 
to work out exactly what this will mean for their 
members. 

Jonathan Bartholomew, Unison branch 
secretary, said: “At this moment in time we are 
preparing to sit down with the trust and 
negotiate. 

“From our understanding there are over 300 
posts that are affected but that will not necessar¬ 
ily mean the same number of personnel will go. 

“We have yet to discuss any terms of voluntary 
redundancies but we will be negotiating with 
management to get the best deal for our staff.” 



Not guilty plea in 
manslaughter case 


A MAN has pleaded not guilty to the 
manslaughter of a soldier just days before 
he was due to serve his country in 
Afghanistan. 

Levy Chandler, 25, from Northampton 
pleaded not guilty to the manslaughter of 
Private Rory McWilliams who died a week 
after he was assaulted on February 6.

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Tories give support 
to Grosvenor plans

PLANS to redevelop the 
Grosvenor Centre have been 
backed by the new Conservative 
administration at Northampton 
Borough Council. 

During the election campaign 
the party initially suggested it 
would walk away from a deal if 
the owners of the shopping 
complex, Legal & General, could 
not commit to the project. 

However, after a meeting with 
the firm the Conservatives are 
happy to support the scheme. 

Councillor David Palethorpe, 
leader of the council, said: “I am 
keen to see the redevelopment 
happen as soon as possible and 
following my recent meeting with 
Legal & General I am confident 
they are just as enthusiastic and 
committed to working with us to 
improve our town centre. 

“This is a huge investment that 
will create jobs and business 
opportunities, helping us to put 
Northampton back on track as we 
make our town centre a vibrant 
economic hub.” 

A planning application for the 
redevelopment is expected to be 
submitted by the early part of 
2012, with the town centre project 
completed in 2017. 

In March a public exhibition 


detailed the new plans for the site 
and gave the shoppers of 
Northampton a chance to express 
their views. 

Legal & General has said that 
the public want more choices and 
larger shops with a mixture of big 
department stores and well 
known high street brands along¬ 
side independent shops, small 
boutiques and specialist shops. 

Shoppers also requested better 
areas for young children, includ¬ 
ing a creche, baby changing, play 


areas and improved facilities such 
as toilets and more seating 
provision. 

They also wanted the centre to 
have longer opening hours which 
could include late night shopping 
and hosted events. 

Safety was a key concern, with 
many people wanting fewer dark 
corners and drinking in the town 
centre. Overall, they favoured 
keeping the Grosvenor Centre 
and the market as the focal point 
for Northampton shopping.

F IRST up, I would like to 

apologise to all those internet 
savvy people who were 
eagerly looking forward to the live 
webcast at last week’s county 
council AGM. 

They must have been so 
disappointed at just how boring 
and how stage-managed by the 
Tory administration the meeting 
was. Of course democracy might 
be boring but as they say it is a lot 
better than the alternatives. 

So the meeting started with a 
endless round of tributes, awards, 
stage-managed elections and 
carving up of committee places - 
Hardly anything to get the blood 
running. 

But Tory leader Cllr Jim Harker's 
state of the county speech really 
took the biscuit for the most 
undemocratic part of the meeting. 

Did he even mention the two 
biggest questions being asked 
across the length and breadth of 
the county? 

Just why are street lights being 
turned off and who is deciding 
which lights are being turned off? 
Of course he did not. 

The Tories have a huge majority 
at the county council but are they 
confident enough for their leader 
to be held to democratic account? 
Of course not. Was there any 
chance for the Labour opposition 
to ask him why he had not 
implemented the Labour 2009 
election manifesto commitment to 
invest in a community owned wind 
farm to power the council's street 
lights? Of course not! Being in 
opposition is hard.

Labour did manage to embarrass 
the Tories into making the Council 
Officers Register of Interests a 
public document. 

It is a public document. But it is 
council officers not councillors 
who negotiate council contracts - 
so it is vital that the public can 
check up and be certain that they 
have no interest in any of the 
contracts they negotiate. 

The council meeting finally came 
alive with the last agenda item - 
the Tory proposal to back door 
privatise social services by 
transferring all the staff and assets 
to a trading company that for five 
minutes at least will be owned by 
the county council. 

Of course, if the trading company 
works well it will be a valuable 
asset and flogged off by the Tories. 

Whilst, if it does badly, the Tories 
will no doubt claim it needs private 
sector expertise as their excuse 
for flogging it off. Either way it will 
be privatised. 

Did the Liberals oppose this Tory 
privatisation proposal? Of course 
not! This is one of the pet ideas of 
the Tory Liberal Coalition. 

So it was left to the Labour group 
to remind the public that the 
Tories have been in power at 
County Hall for the last six years - 


and that all of the hoped for 
improvements are something that 
good management should already 
have been achieved if the Tories 
had been properly managing the 
council. 

Even worse, the Tory trading 
company will not be able to 
recover VAT and will have to pay 
tax on its profits - so the county 
council will be worse off. 

And just who is going to hold this 
trading company to account and 
to make it balance profits with 
compassion? 

Of course, holding to account is 
what opposition councillors are 
supposed to do. So, why did a 
succession of junior Liberal 
councillors wade in supporting the 
Tories while the Liberal leader 
looked on. Perhaps he like 
everybody else could hardly 
believe that the Liberals were 
going to try to please Nick Clegg 
and vote with the Tories. 

As the Labour group leader I give 
the public of Northamptonshire 
my party's absolute commitment 
to undo this piece of Tory Liberal 
dogma and return all social 
services back to public control. 

This will be one of the clear 
choices the voters will have come 
the 2013 county election.

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Twins face split in 
school place agony

ELEVEN-year-old twin sisters are 
Very upset' after they were placed in 
two separate secondary schools. 

Yasmin and Charlotte Harrison both 
applied to Northampton School for 
Girls as their first choice but only 
Yasmin was accepted. 

Charlotte was instead allocated a 
place at the Duston School. 

The girl’s mother Dawn Harrison, 
from Lower Thrift Street, said the girls 
are very close and the thought of not 
going to the same school upsets them. 

Mrs Harrison and her husband, 
Matthew also have a younger 
daughter, Sophie, who is four and has 


just started nursery, meaning that the 
parents will have to make three 
separate school runs. 

Mrs Harrison said: “Yasmin has got 
into the girls school based on her 
musical ability but both girls are very 
upset that they can’t go to the same 
school together. 

“We have a younger daughter too, so 
the council are expecting us to be at 
three places at once.” 

The couple recently lost an appeal to 
get the twins into the girls school but 
were particularly unhappy when they 
found out that seven pupils who had 
been accepted, rejected their places 
and that during the appeal the extra 
allocations were redistributed 
randomly. 


Northamptonshire County Council 
has said that both girls can continue 
to be educated together, provided it is 
at the Duston School. 

A spokesman for the authority said: 
“Where the county council is 
responsible for allocating school 
places, it is our policy to make every 
effort to meet parental preferences 
with regard to twins and triplets 
wherever possible. 

“In this particular case, there isn’t 
room at Northampton School for Girls 
for both pupils but we can offer both 
girls places at Duston School. 

“In our admission brochure we 
advise parents that it is not always 
possible to place multiple siblings in 
over-subscribed schools.”

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Jail for gang hit 
‘Supergran’, 71

A GANG who were foiled by 
‘Supergran’ as they attempted to 
raid a jewellery shop in 
Northampton have been jailed 
for more than a quarter of a 
century. 

The five men, all from North 
London, took part in a ‘smash 
and grab’ sting on Michael Jones 
Jewellers in Gold Street on 
February 7. 

They had all pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to burgle and were 
sentenced at Northampton 
Crown Court on Monday. 

Edward Smith, 28, and Michael 
Sharp, 40, were both sentenced to 
six years and eight months in 
prison for their part in organising 
the crime. 

Patrick Spencer-O’Brien, 18, 
was sentenced for five years. 

Jason Hartles, 25, and Terry 
Ingles, 22, were given four years 
for their part in the audacious 
crime. 

The men were scuppered by 
71-year-old Ann Timson, dubbed 
‘Supergran’, after she fended off 
the men with her handbag, 
before other members of the

public helped detain one of the 
robbers. 

The court heard that despite the 
five facing justice, at least one 
other member of the gang is still 
at large and that more than 
£111,000 worth of valuable 
watches are still missing. 

Alisdair Smith, prosecuting, told 
the court how the crime had been 
planned in advance with scooters 
and motorbikes brought up to 
Northampton in the days before 


the raid. He also told the court 
how the men had with them four 
sledge hammers and a pair of bolt 
cutters in a bid to get to the 
expensive items inside. 

Mr Smith also explained that 
two of the men, Smith and Sharp 
had worked together on similar 
robberies, including an attempt 
to rob £25,000 from a security 
van. 

Spencer-O’Brien had also been 
convicted of a ‘smash and grab’

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robbery at a hotel in London 
while he was in his teens. 

Ingles was described as a 
former cannabis user and along 
with Hartles was a ‘foot soldier’ 
in the Northampton incident. 

The court heard that Hartles, 
who only had one previous 
conviction for criminal damage, 
had been a relatively successful 
goalkeeper and had been in the 
academy at West Ham, Millwall, 
and Rushden & Diamonds 
before playing professionally in 
Finland. 

Sentencing the men to a total of 
26 years and four months Judge 
Charles Wide QC said: “These 
five men took part in what is 


colloquially known as a ‘smash 
and grab’ raid. This was a highly, 
highly sophisticated criminal 
enterprise. 

“This was a meticulously 
planned, professionally planned 
crime. 

“It was not just a matter of just 
bashing a hole in a window. 

“The fact is that it worked, with 
more than £111,000 of jewellery 
taken and someone is enjoying 
the proceeds at the moment. 

“As well as the money taken, 
there was £27,000 worth of 
damage done to the shop and I 
take into account that people in 
the shop would have 
been in fear.” 


Judge praises 
Anns ‘bravery’ 

‘SUPERGRAN’ Ann Timson was 
hailed by the judge who 
sentenced the raiders she 
helped catch. 

Mrs Timson, 71, charged at the 
thieves when she saw the men 
outside Michael Jones Jewellers. 

Judge Charles Wide QC said 
her actions had assisted with 
the arrests of the gang. 

He was also quick to praise 
other members of the public 
who helped in apprehending 
Spencer-O’Brien who was 
knocked off his scooter by Mrs 
Timson’s handbag. 

Ashley Rowley, Tony Franks 
and Genjtan Bulija were all 
commended for their part in 
holding him until police arrived. 

Ben Jacobson, who filmed the 
footage that was seen 
worldwide, was also given 
special mention, as was David 
Edwards who followed one of 
the scooters in his van and gave 
police a vital description. 

Judge Wide QC said: “The 
actions of Mrs Timson have 
received well documented 
publicity not least due to 
YouTube. 

“I would like to add my thanks 
to her and her exceptional 
bravery in taking on these 
young men armed with sledge 
hammers. 

“The action she took 
prevented more items being 
stolen and it may well have 
been that fewer men would 
have faced justice had it not 
been for her.”

Mary’s missing mail 
could have cost dear

THE mystery of what was in a 
lost recorded delivery pack¬ 
age could have cost a woman 
from Towcester a fine and 
points on her driving licence. 

In April, Mary Hansel con¬ 
tacted the Herald & Post after a 
package, which was originally 
delivered to her home in Clare 
Crescent, went missing and 
could not be found by Royal 
Mail. 

She was out when the mys¬ 
tery item was delivered at 
about 11.45am on April 7 and 
had to go to collect it from the 
town’s main delivery office in 
Watling Street. 

When she went there four- 
and-a-half hours later, she was 
told by Royal Mail they 
couldn’t find it and it had 
remained at large. 

Last week, when she was 
getting ready to go on a holi¬ 
day in Scotland she discovered 
the insurance for the couple’s 
motorhome was out of date. 

She called the insurance 
company asking why they had 
not sent her a reminder. 

They informed her they had 
sent it by recorded delivery - 
which is when it dawned on 


her this was the missing pack¬ 
age she never received. 

She immediately renewed 
her insurance but due to not 
receiving her reminder she 
had been driving the vehicle 
for two weeks uninsured. 

She said: “The mystery has 
been solved but it meant I was 
driving without any insurance. 

“I had no idea this was the 
case and would never know¬ 
ingly have broken the law. 

“I have had a clean driving 
licence from many years and I 
want to keep it like this. 

“If I had been stopped by the 
police and was told I had no 
insurance to drive the vehicle I 
would have told them of 
course I do but I wouldn’t 
have. 

“When this package originally 
arrived I had no idea who sent 
it but knew it must have been 
something someone wanted 
me to have. 

“I am absolutely flabbergasted 
and devastated this has 
happened as I always like to 
conform to the law.” 

When we originally contacted 
Royal Mail about the problem a 
spokesman apologised for the 
concern the missing item had 
caused and said they would

COUNTY representatives have gone to 
Sweden on a fact finding mission.

Cops’ joy as crime 
gang behind bars

FOUR members of an organised 
crime group were this week sent 
to prison for a combined total of 
37 years. 

Kim Fearon, from 

Wellingborough, will serve 12 
years imprisonment before being 
eligible for parole, Harry 
Beddoes, also from 

Wellingborough, will serve 13 
years before being eligible for 
parole, Michael Buckley, from 
Barton Seagrave, will serve nine 
years before being eligible for 
parole and Paul Seamarks, from 


Rushden, has received a three 
year prison sentence. 

Detective Sergeant Allison Tall 
from the Organised Crime Unit 
said: “We are delighted with the 
sentences handed down to 
Fearon, Beddoes and Buckley 
who were involved in the supply 
of drugs in Northamptonshire 
and responsible for aggravated 
burglaries and firearms 
offences. 

“These people clearly felt they 
were untouchable and used 
abhorrent levels of violence 
against their victims. 

“Their criminality was also 
heavily involved in the 


distribution of Class A and Class 
B drugs and the untold misery 
that these drugs bring. 

“I would like to commend the 
bravery of the victims in support 
of the investigation. 

“Seamarks has been sentenced 
for his part in the supply of 
£11,000 worth of cannabis and a 
house burglary which occurred 
in Rushden seven years ago. 

“The length of the sentences 
reflects the risk they presented 
to the public.” 

The criminals received their 
lengthy sentences at 
Northampton Crown Court on 
Monday.

NORTHAMPTONSHIRE County 
Council’s record office is celebrating 
its 20th anniversary of being at 
Wootton Hall Park. 

The office preserves more than 800 
years of the county’s rich archival 
heritage and makes those archives 
available for research. 

The archives, which are held in special 
storage conditions, date from the 12th 
century to modern times and come in 
many different formats including court 
rolls, deeds, parish and nonconformist 
registers, maps, letters, diaries, 
accounts, minute books, wills, 
photographs, films, paper, parchment 
and modern media. 

The record office was previously 
based at Delapre and moved into the 
purpose-built building at Wootton Hall 
Parkin 1991. 

County councillor for customer 
services, Cllr Heather Smith said: 

“The 20 year anniversary of the record 
office being based at Wootton Hall Park 
is a good time to remind ourselves 
about this important and popular 
facility which houses thousands of 
archives that capture Northampton¬ 
shire’s history and heritage. 

“If you’ve never visited I recommend 
you take a trip soon or even try out the 
new virtual tour on our website.” 

The record office is open Tuesday to 
Thursday, 9am to 5pm, Friday 9am to 
4pm and Saturday mornings 9am to 
lpm. 

Customers do not need to make an 
appointment but it is helpful to contact 
the record office at 

archivist@northamptonshire.gov.uk or 
01604 762129 if intending to consult 
original documents.

ALREADY hard at work on the imminent arrival 
of its zero emission range and latest downsized 
engine, Energy 1.6 dCi 130 with Stop-Start, Re¬ 
nault is accelerating its programme of reducing 
the environmental impact of its vehicles even fur¬ 
ther with an improved low-emission Clio, produc¬ 
ing only 94 g/km C02.

Historic fightback 



Mallinder left 
trophy-less as 
final finishes in 
painful defeat

THE history of professional sport is lit¬ 
tered with stories of individuals leading 
stirring team comebacks and those par¬ 
ticular moments in time that will always 
be associated with those people. 

Think Ian Botham’s Ashes heroics at 
Headingley in 1981, John Elway powering 
the Denver Broncos on ‘The Drive’ in the 
1987 AFC Championship game, or Liver¬ 
pool skipper Steven Gerrard’s man of the 
match performance in the 2005 Champi¬ 
ons League final. 

Added to that list now is Jonathan Sex¬ 
ton. The Leinster fly half will be forever 
feted in the Irish province as the man who 
sparked their incredible turnaround as 
they rallied from a 16-point half time 
deficit to defeat Northampton Saints in 
Saturday’s 33-22 Heineken Cup final. 

Sexton claimed afterwards that he had 
been inspired by Liverpool’s turnaround 
in the ‘Miracle of Istanbul’, where they 
came from 3-0 down to beat AC Milan on 
penalties. Believe that if you will, but 
whatever rugby’s equivalent of‘real Roy of 
the Rovers stuff’ is, this was it. 

Saints director of rugby Jim Mallinder - 
not a man prone to outbursts of sporting 
sentimentality - saw it differently. He said: 
“We knew that they are a dangerous side 
and are capable of scoring tries. 

“They came out in the second half 
and played well. They put us on the 
back foot. We had to make a lot of tackles 
and credit to them for the way that they 
played. 

“It’s painful coming to a cup final and 
losing, and seeing the other side celebrate, 
but I think what we will do is in time 


reflect on what a great season it has been 
for us. It’s tough, we played a tough [Aviva 
Premiership] semi-final last week and 
an incredibly tough final, and I’m 
immensely proud to be part of this team. I 
told them to keep their heads held high. 
That was a tremendous effort where ev¬ 
erybody gave everything that they possi¬ 
bly could and you couldn’t ask for 
anything more.” 

And to think, at half time it all seemed so 
different. Northampton had stormed into a 
22-6 lead with a ruthless exhibition of 
expansive running rugby, coupled with 
tremendous forward power that Leinster’s 
equally fearsome front eight failed to live 
with. 

Right from the opening whistle it looked 
as if this contest was only going to go one 
way, and the Saints’ early dominance paid 
off on seven minutes when Calum Clark’s 
deft one-handed offload found Phil Dow- 


son, who crashed over to score with 
Stephen Myler converting. 

Sexton and Myler then traded penalties 
before the sin binning of Brian Mujati 
threatened to derail Northampton. It 
did not though, and even with replace¬ 
ment prop Tom Mercey on and just seven 
forwards, they were still able to shove 
Leinster off their own ball at a scrum. 

Despite being down to 14, the Saints 
then managed their second try of the 
match. This time it was Ben Foden who 
scythed through the defence for a con¬ 
verted score. Sexton added a second 
penalty, but when Northampton were 
restored to their full complement they 
found their way over again. 

It was the pack that took the credit for 
this one on the stroke of half time, with 
repeated attacks wearing down the Lein¬ 
ster defence on their own try line before 
Dylan Hartley was shoved over. The video

CRICKET 

A GLANCE at Northamptonshire’s first 
class batting averages for this season 
sees some of the usual suspects up 
there. Andrew Hall, Niall O’Brien and 
Rob White have all been big scorers 
down the years, but there is one more 
unfamiliar name in the frame. 

It would be completely unfair to say 
that James Middlebrook is not a 
noted batsman. A career average of 
26.48 along with six centuries and 20 
half centuries to his name means he 
has proved to be a more than useful 
lower-order scorer down the years. 

But the first five games of 2011 have 
seen him hit a purple patch, with the 
right-hander scoring 334 runs before 
the start of Northants’ latest LV= 
County Championship Division Two 
match at home to Leicestershire on 
Tuesday. 


The 34-year-old puts that down to 
work done on his technique over the 
winter. Middlebrook said: “I think 
every batter has a weakness and I had 
a few that I wanted to cure. 

“I said that in my appraisal last sum¬ 
mer, and the coaches and me had a 
little think about it, came back and 
started to tinker with a few things. 

“It seems to have clicked at the 
minute and I’m enjoying my batting. 

“I’ve changed a few things this win¬ 
ter and worked on them quite a bit. 
It's things like my feet placement and 
my trigger movements. 

“I feel like I’m seeing the ball a little 
bit earlier and it has come off.” 

His 109 in the first innings at Bristol 
against Gloucestershire last week was 
his second ton of the campaign, and 
helped set up the innings and six run 
win that kept Northants top of the 
second division. 


Middlebrook also carried that form 
over into Sunday’s Clydesdale Bank 
40 match at home to Scotland 
Saltires, with two big sixes in his 31 
not out seeing the Steelbacks over the 
line for a four-wicket win with five 
balls to spare. 

“We knew it would be a potential 
banana skin,” he said. “We came into 
this game looking at it as if we were 
playing Hampshire or Warwickshire, 
and looking to win and keep our record. 

“Obviously they’re the underdogs 
and have got nothing to lose, so they 
came hard at us. 

“They bowled well and with a bumpy 
outfield we thought that 200 was a 
respectable score. We knocked them 
off and it was an easy win in the end. 

“We only needed six or seven an 
over. You talk about that being a lot of 
runs an over, but in Twenty20 you 
chase down ten or 12 runs an over so 


you don’t need to panic. You get one 
odd boundary, and they bowled one 
or two wides at the end so we put 
them under a bit of pressure at the 
end. 

“You just try to take a single every 
ball and calculate when you want to 
hit your boundary.” 

That win kept Northants unbeaten 
in Group B of the CB40 and that com¬ 
petition now goes into hibernation 
until Sunday, July 17, when the Steel- 
backs travel to Edinburgh for the 
return match against the Scots. 

The focus is now on the County 
Championship, with this week’s clash 
against Leicestershire swiftly followed 
by the visit of Glamorgan to the 
County Ground on Sunday. Then they 
are straight into the Friends Life t20 a 
week tomorrow. 

Middlebrook said: “Back-to-back 
Championship games are never easy, 


especially if we do what we did in the 
last game at Bristol and make them 
follow on and field in the dirt for two 
days. 

“We’re looking forward to the chal¬ 
lenge, we feel like we’re playing good 
cricket. 

“The lads are buzzing with the bat 
and in the field, we’re bowling well 
and our four seamers are hitting their 
straps.” 

And while he is pleased with his bat¬ 
ting, he is now hoping that his bowl¬ 
ing can match that, adding: 
“Hopefully the spinner can join them 
and we’ll get a few more wins. 

“I’d like to get more wickets. Off 
spinning is not a very easy game at 
the minute. 

“Graeme Swann at the top makes it 
look very easy, but I’d like to get a few 
more wickets and runs are very good 
to come across as well.”

ref was called for, and he adjudicated the 
ball to have been grounded. 

Cue the fightback, spearheaded by man of 
the match Sexton. The first signs of a mo¬ 
mentum shift were there when Leinster won 
the first scrum of the second half convinc¬ 
ingly and within three minutes of the restart 
the Ireland international number ten was in 
for a converted try.

Nevertheless, he retained his 
composure, calmly and professionally 
fielding a question about why he had 
gone into the side of a ruck that led to 
his yellow card. “Every breakdown is 
different,” explained Dowson. 

“When you’re under pressure, you’re 
making lots of tackles, they’ve got 
momentum and you’re on your own five

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Foden to use 
Euro agony 
as a catalyst 
to do better

BEN Foden left no-one in any doubt about 
how much Northampton Saints’ Heineken 
Cup defeat against Leinster hurt. He went so 
far as to describe it as “one hundred and fifty 
per cent” the worst he had ever felt after a 
rugby match. 

Given the manner of the loss at the Millen¬ 
nium Stadium, where the Irish side clawed 
back Northampton’s 16 point half time lead to 
win 33-22 with 27 unanswered points in the 
second period, it perhaps is no surprise the 
England full back felt that way. 

But for Foden, the manner or margin of a 
defeat is irrelevant. The fact that the Saints 
were beaten for the greatest prize in European 
club rugby was enough for him. 

“I’d have taken a 3-0 win if you had offered it 
at the start of the day,” Foden said. “For a neu¬ 
tral fan it would have been a tremendous spec¬ 
tacle to watch, but when you’re on the wrong 
side of the result it always stings. 

“Being ahead and knowing what we have 
been like in the second half where we have 
choked out games - we did it in the quarter final 


and the semi-final . . . but we couldn’t do it 
today. Whether we had lost by three points or 
40 it still would have stung just as bad.” 

That could well have been the last time for 
several months that Foden and his fellow Eng¬ 
land internationals Dylan Hartley, Courtney 
Lawes and Chris Ashton feature in a 
Northampton shirt, with the World Cup in New 
Zealand coming up later this year. 

But when he does return, the 25-year-old is 
determined to make sure that the Saints go 
one better on both the domestic and European 
fronts next season. 

He said: “It’s obviously a bitter pill to swallow. 
We play this game to be in moments like this, 
and going in at half time 22-6 up and with the 
rugby we played, we had one foot through the 
door. 

“But no final is won in 40 minutes and they 
blew us away in that 15 minutes. 

“We’re a young team and I think these 
moments hopefully bring us together more as 
a team, rally us up and make sure it doesn’t 
happen again. 

“We’ll build for next year, hopefully we’ll be 
in a similar situation and hopefully the result 
will go with us this time.” 





Akinfenwa is 
back in Town 

ADEBAYO Akinfenwa has completed a shock 
return to Sixfields after agreeing a two-year 
contract with Northampton Town. 

The striker (pictured) became a cult hero 
amongst the Cobblers fans during his 
previous stint with the club, where he 
scored 39 goals in 95 appearances.
